More Sessions Tuesday 
Hodge, free on $50,000 bond on 
a warrant charging him with em­ 
bezzling $650,000, was not asked 
to testify. 
He was reported wait­ 
ing at his Lake Springfield home, 
IO miles away, while the jury met. 
Coutrakon said he plans further 
grand jury sessions Tuesday. Most 
of the witnesses then, he said, will 
be employes in the auditor’s of­ 
fice.

A pair of bloodstained shorts were 
nearby. 
Arthur K. Besley, 51, a hospital 
superintendent, said he noticed the 
woman sitting near the bushes as 
he scanned the Lake Michigan 
shoreline with a pair of opera glass­ 
es from his 15th-floor apartment. 
Besley, who was passing time 
while listening to a baseball game, 
looked away briefly. When he saw 
the woman again, he said she had 
moved from her camp chair to 
some large rocks. 
She apparently did not know a 
bare-chested man was crouching in 
the bushes and watching her intent­ 
ly. 
He was clearly visible to Bes­ 
ley. 
In his hands, the man held 
what appeared to be a white shirt. 
The man came out cf the bushes, 
stood looking at the woman for 
several seconds, then ducked out 
of view again in the underbrush. 
Seconds later, he leaped from 
the bushes, threw the shirt around 
the woman’s neck and dragged Aer 
back with him. As he dragged her 
away, Besley could see the man 
hitting her on the head with a 
rock. 
Hundreds of bathers frolicking 
in the lake barely 400 yards away 
saw nothing of what happened. 
Besley called his wife and to­ 
gether they rushed toward th e ! 
beach, hailing a traffic policeman1 
on the way. 
When they arrived,! 
the woman was dead and the man 
gone. 
Near the chair where she had 
been sitting, they found a copy of 
a book, “Ben Hur.” 
Inside was a 
bookmark bearing a printed prayer 
entitled, “A Prayer for a Happy 
Death.” 


Bill, 279 to 126 


Measure is Almost 
Certain to Die 
In Senate Rush 


WASHINGTON CE)—The House 
approved the administration’s civil 
rights bill today over southern op­ 
position. 
But the measure was 
almost certain to die in the Senate. 
The roll call vote in the House 
on final passage of the bill was 
279-126. 
A powerful coalition of Republi­ 
cans 
and 
northern 
Democrats 
drove the bill to final passage. A, 
j “baby filibuster’’ staged 
by the 
! out-numbered Dixie bloc delayed 
passage for a week. 
Barring a major upset, the bill 
will die in the Senate where it is; 
not expected to get past the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. The rush to­ 
ward weekend adjournment and 
threat of a southern filibuster will 
almost certainly prevent 
Senate 
action. 
The final vote came after the 
House beat down a southern veto 
I to kill the bill by sending it back 
j to the Judiciary Committee. 
The 
roll call vote was 275-131 against: 
this move to “recommit” the bill. 


Sooth Calls It “Vicious” 


I 
The bill would create a commis­ 
sion to investigate charges of civil! 
I rights violations. And it would arm 
the attorney general with addition­ 
al legal powers to punish violators. 
President Eisenhower 
had ap­ 
pealed for passage of a civil rights 
bill. The measure was recommend­ 
ed by Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell 
Jr. 
Backers of the 
legislation 
I termed it a 'moderate” approach ! 
But 
Southerners 
roundly 
de­ 
nounced it as “vicious” legislation. 
They said it was a politically in­ 
spired attempt on the part of Re­ 
publicans and northern Democrats 
to woo the Negro vote in the fall 
election. 
The measure generally followed 
the recommendations laid down by 
the 
Eisenhower 
administration. 
The bill would: 
1. Create a bi-partisan commis­ 
sion of six members to investigate 
alleged civil rights violations, in­ 
cluding 
"unwarranted 
economic 
pressures” because of color, reli­ 
gion or nationality. 
2. Establish a new devision with­ 
in the Department of Justice un­ 
der an assistant attorney general 
to handle civil rights cases. 
3. Authorize the attorney gener­ 
al to bring civil suits directly in 
federal courts to protect citizens’ 
rights. 
4. Strengthen 
existing 
federal 
laws" on the right to vote by au­ 
thorizing the attorney general to 
bring damage suits to protect this 
right.

ner when we saw this car speed 
into our driveway. 
“I saw two men jump out of 
the car, one from each side, and 
run into the bara,” Mr. Garner 
stated.

In a matter of minutes the place 
was surrounded by converging of­ 
ficers and the barn was searched 
thoroughly but the pair had gone.

Reports were that Skirmont was 
five feet, seven inches tall, and 
weighed about 185 pounds. Bolten 
was .described as being 6 2 and 
weighing 165. Both were wearing 
sport shirts when last seen. 
The two, it was reported, stop­ 
ped at a Galatia service station 
this morning and tried to put in 
a long-distance call to Chicago. 
However, they didn’t get their par­ 
ty. The station operator identified 
the two from descriptions given 
him. 


Indicted for Armed Robbery 


The United Press reported that 
the two had been indicted for arm­ 
ed robbery at Chicago in connec­ 
tion with a bank holdup. Released 
under $60,000 bonds, the men were 
named in FBI fugitive warrants 
when they were suspected of hav­ 
ing fled across a state line. 
It was reported that the men 
attempted 
earlier 
to withdraw 
some money deposited in a safe 
deposit box at West Frankfort. 
They aroused 
the suspicions of 
George Lockhart, bank president, 
who called police.

U. S. Building at 
Benton Almost 
Assured: Gray 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Con j 
gressman Kenneth J. Gray (D) 25th 
District of Illinois today announc­ 
ed that after a meeting held in 
Washington with F. Moran McCon- 
ihe, Commissioner of Public Build-; 
ings of the General Services Ad-j 
ministration and Kollin D. Barnard,j 
Deputy Assistant Postmaster Gen-: 
eral, an agreement was reached on j 
his request for a Certificate of Ne­ 
cessity for a much-discussed Fed-1 
eral building at Benton, 111. Gray 
said this clears the way for Con­ 
gressional action and as a member 
of the House Public Works commit- j 
tee, he has requested the chairman 
to call a special meeting before I 
Congress adjourns to act upon the 
request. 
The southern Illinois Congress- j 
man said the request would be con­ 
tingent upon approval by the Bu-! 
reau of the Budget; however, he 
said he was “very optimistic’’ that I 
the much-needed Federal building 
would soon become a reality. 
He 
said the building is to be built un­ 
der Public Law 519 known as the 
Lease-Purchase Act with private 
capita] constructing the building 
and the government making month­ 
ly installments until the obligation 
has been retired, at which time 
title will be vested in the govern­ 
ment. 
The building will cost ap­ 
proximately $1,100,000 and will pri­ 
marily house the U. S. Federal 
Court, with space being provided 
for a new Post Office, the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, U. S. 
Bureau of Mines, and possibly the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
The 
I building will be constructed on a 
I site already owned by the govern­ 
ment, three blocks east of the pub­ 
lic square. 
Gray said Benton was in the 
process of getting a Federal build- 
j ing when World War II broke out 
and all construction of Federal 
buildings was deferred. 
He said 
today’s action culminates almost 
two years of negotiations with the 
governmental agencies in an effort 
to obtain approval of the new build­ 
ing for Benton. 
He said people 
not only in Benton but throughout 
Southern 
Illinois 
would 
derive 
many benefits from the improved 
facilities to house the many Gov­ 
ernmental agencies operating in 
southern Illinois.

Likewise our “ gripes” can grow 
so large they can cause persona!

if “ gripes” are merely silenced 
by force or authority. People want 
and deserve facts, causes, and rea­ 
sons for many things. 
We must 
always consider the human and 
spiritual factors included in any 
problems and satisfy complaints. 
The person who humbly worships 
and prays for God’s insight is bet­ 
ter able to help in satisfying com­ 
plaints than is the autocrat who 
merely stems the tide of criticism.
